The  Speei'h  Indicated  what  may 
develop  as  the  largest  program  of  pro- 
vincial public  work.s  In  B.C.  hi.storj';  to  l>e 
expressed  through  highw'a>'s,  bridges, 
access  roads,  building  coastnu  tion  and 
In  other  ways,  P'irmly  in  the  saddle,  the 
Socred  regime  is  showing  every  di.sposltion 
Tn  ride  the  crest  of  boom  times  iasnfar 
as  provincial  matters  are  concermsl. 

Of  interest  to  Victoria  in  the  legi.slation 
foretold  will  be  the  setting  up  of  « 
“Capital  Improvement  District  Commis- 
sion." TTie  title  explains  the  purpo.se  s<‘l 
nut  formally  In  the  following  terms: 
“Whose  ohjeii.s  shall  be  the  orderly  devel- 
opment of  the  provincial  capital  and  the 
surrounding  districts  in  co-f»peration  with 
the  municipalities  roncerm*d  " Inasmuch 
a.c  this  implies  that  the  capital  city  grant 
wUl  be  consolidated  and  its  objects  widened 
tn  include  the  capital  region  as  a whole 
the  legislation  will  be  welcomed.  Coder 
.lust  such  a formula  the  Province  can 
develop  the  seat  of  government  here  in 
the  same  relative  fashion  that  the  national 


capital  is  l>eing  improved  under  federal 
.spoasorship.  T^e  establishment  of  the 
new  commls.sion  by  enactment,  however, 
in  the  first  step. 

Msowhere  in  the  .Sp»'o»*h  the  go\ein- 
ment  look  full  note  of  the  boom  e<‘onomy 
of  British  ('olumbla.  and  promised  to 
match  that  with  aggressive  development 
of  the  basic  re.sources  and  asset.s  of  the 
pros  im  p.  Little  se<  ret  ha.s  been  mad<‘  of 
the  fact  that  the  highway  appropriation 
for  the  coming  year  may  be  a triple  por- 
tion one  with  the  aim  of  putting  through 
the  main  trunk  roads  of  the  province*, 
Including  the  Trans-<‘anacla  Highway. 
Coupled  with  that  is  the  government’s 
declared  intention  of  pushing  ahead  with 
KIP}  consiniction  into  North  Vancouver 
and  northward  from  Prince  C*eorge;  ami 
a bridge  const  nii't  ion  program  nei*essi- 
taled  by  what  is  iK'ing  done  lx)th  on  the 
roads  ,ind  the  publicly-owm*d  railway. 

An  enlarges!  department  of  agriculture, 
more  express  attention  to  the  provision 
of  mental  health  ser\ices,  and  an  unex- 
plainini  hut  clearly  signalled  extension  of 
provincial  hydro-electric  power  all  drew 
attention  as  the  fourth  st*ssion  <*onvened.

Reading  Forum 


Among  the  features  of  education  that 
nowadayR  invite  particular  attention 
and  on  occasion  criticism.  U that  of  read- 
ing. Reading  U of  course  fundamental 
to  ail  education;  without  this  ba.slc  art 
nothing  can  he  achieved  in  literate  form. 
Probably  aUo  no  subject  aroases  more 
misconception  in  the  public  mind  than  the 
methods  by  which  reading  is  taught  in 
the  public  schools.  There  i.s  an  oppor- 
tunity this  week  for  residents  of  the 
Victoria  area  lo  learn  precisely  what 
the.se  methods  are. 

A fonim  on  reading  will  he  held  on 
Friday  night  at  the  Centra)  Junior  High 
Si’hool.  sponsored  by  the  local  PTA  council 
In  conjunction  with  the  teachers’  a.Asmia- 
fion  and  the  .school  IxMrd.  The  program 
will  cover  all  aspects  of  the  leaching  of 
rrading  and  the  results  obtained,  from 
primary  grades  upwards.  Four  principal 
speakers  will  explain  in  detail  the  methods 
used  and  explore  the  varying  Aspe<'ts  of 
this  .subject.  Discussion  groups  will  lie 
organized  following  the  talks  and  members 


of  the  audience  will  be  afforded  the  chance 
to  put  forward  their  views,  The  fonim 
will  thus  provid*’  for  an  excellent  exchange 
of  opinion. 

Those  concerned  with  the  promotion  of 
this  venture  are  to  be  commended  for 
coni-eiring  the  idea  of  di.scus.sing  the  art 
of  reading  with  the  public  at  large.  Many 
false  notions  should  be  remov«»d  in  conse- 
quence and  the  opportunity  also  exists  for 
fre.sh  thouclit  to  he  directed  lo  the  .suh>M-l 
The  pictorial  presentation  of  news,  radio, 
movies  and  television  all  impinge  greatly 
nowadays  on  growing  mind.s  but  the  read- 
ing art  remains  fundd>nental  to  that 
growth  Teachers  take  their  responsibili- 
ties seriously  and  they  are  anxious  that 
the  public  should  know  how  they  lujrsue 
their  8im.s  and  objects.  This  opportunity 
to  gain  find -hand  information  on  thie 
teaching  of  reading  in  our  local  schools 
should  therefore  not  be  missed.  Cltlzen.s 
ran  respond  In  a positive  manner  by 
attending  the  forum.  It  will  he  an  evening 
well  .spent  for  all  concerned.

A school  tea<’her 
there  was  the  innoc'ent  rau.se  of  a turmoil 
that  came  close  to  driving  the  tnwm  offi- 
cials crazy.  Disnissing  with  his  rlasw  the 
subject  of  contamination  of  public  wafer 


.supplies,  the  teacher  explained  that  If  a 
dead  horse  were  di.scovered  in  the  reser- 
voir there  would  be  reason  to  suppo.se  that 
the  water  had  been  contaminated. 

That  was  all  there  was  to  It.  but 
Immediately  nimors  spread  like  wildfire. 
Tlie  vital  word  “if"  was  dropped  by  the 
tale-bearers.  There  was  a dead  horse  In 
the  local  reservoir,  and  before  the  .stories 
had  travelled  far  the  decea.spd  horse  had 
been  joined  by  a defunt  moose.  In  no  time 
at  all  the  municipal  offices  were  besieged 
by  outraged  citizens  demanding  immediate 
action  lo  fish  the  carca.ses  out  of  there 
and  clean  up  the  water  supply. 

Middleton  is  .still  laughing  over  that 
Incideni;  hut  hislorv'  is  full  of  instances 
of  pnnii*  stalling  from  trivial  f-au.ses  A 
memorable  example  is  ihe  terror  which 
infected  the  enlii’e  rnitnd  .Stales  following 
a radio  program  hasfvl  on  an  imaginary 
inlerpianelary  invasion.
